A substantial amount of com- 


plex central 
office 
switching 


equipment, which will enable 
local telephone users to dial vir- 
tually all their own long distance 
calls direct, has arrived here 
and is now being installed in the 
Southwestern Bell — Arkaneas 
building in Hope. 


Bill O'Neal, Hope wire chief 


for the telephone company, said 
a crew of about 10 men from the 
Western Electric Company is 
now connecting the tremendous 
amount of facilities necessary 
to bring customer direct dis- 
tance dialing to Hope, Ashdown 
and Bodcaw this summer. 


"There's a great deal of equip- 


ment involved, and we will be 
working as quickly as possible 
to bring DDD to our customers 
here," O'Neal said. 


"Each of the 'frames' we use 


in a telephone central office," 
he explained, "is about 10 feet 
tall and three feet wide. It will 
take about 45 additional frames 
of equipment 
of this type to 


bring direct distance dialing to 
local telephone users, and that 
is a sizeable amount of addition- 
al equipment." 


The wire chief also said a spe- 


cial training course was now be- 
ing held in Hope with an instruc- 
tor from Little Rock showing 
O Neal and his men how to main- 
tain and operate the new equip- 
ment. 
. 


The wire chief said thorough 
testl"g of this new equipment 
would probably take place in the 
month of May, with the actual 
cutover taking place after that, 
when all procedures have been 
given a complete going-over and 
check.

Marines Kill 
150 as Forces 
Pound Enemy

SAIGON, South

3*) — U.S. forces pounded 


Communist territory by land, 
air and sea today but only the 
Marines reported major contact 
with the enemy. 


The Lea'hernecks fought a 


three-hour battle w i t h North 
Vietnamese regulars Monday on 
the central coast near Quang 
Ngai City, killing an estimated 
IPO ReHs, a Marine snokesman 
said. The Communists offered

moderate casualties, but U.S. 
planes and artillery quelled the 
resistance. 


Rising Buddhist political agi-

warning from Premier Nguyen 
Cao Ky that he will take "very 
strong measures" if necessary 
to halt the demonstrations. 


Speaking to foreign newsmen 


while 1,000 students demonstra- 
Ipd in another Dart of the city 
against his military regime and 
the United States, Ky promised 
to act "not for the survival of 
the government but for the sur- 
vival of Viet Nam." 


The students 
cheered 
and 


banged their desks to the Bud- 
dhisHed r a l l y as speakers 
charged Ky's junta with puppet- 
like subservience to the United 
States. They also called for 
peace in Viet Nam. 


The Marines ran 
into the 


North Vietnamese troops in Op- 
eration Indiana, a new cam- 
paign in Quang Ngai Province 
330 miles northwest of Saigon 
which has been under Viet Cong 
threat or control for years.

has fought the Marines twice 
before {his month.

Most 
of the competing parties support** 
the principle of white suprema- 
cy. 


Premier Hendrik Verwoerd's 


Nationalist party, in power 11 
years, is strongly backed to win, 
probably with an increased ma- 
jority. Balloting is for members 
in the all-white House of Assem- 
bly. Only adult whites can vote. 
Men and women are on the 
same franchise.

Verwoerd's party won 65 per 


cent of the contested seats five 
years ago.

few fireworks. One United party 
rally was broken up by thugs 
after a policeman had. his face 
cut.

On the first day of the choice

the following 


school year. A school choice 
form will be sent with each let- 
ter, together with a return enve- 
lope addressed to the Superin- 
tendent. Additional copies of 
the letter, this notice and the 
choice form are freely available 
to the public at any school and 
at the Superintendent's office. 


4. Returning the Choice Forms 
Parents and students, to their 


option, may return the complet- 
ed choice forms by hand to any 
school or by mail to the Super- 
intendent's office, at any time 
during the 30-day choice period, 
No preference will be given for 
choosing early during the choice 
period.

Long Struggle 
in History

WASHINGTpN (AP) - A 


long struggle in American histo- 
ry ended Thursday in the Su- 
preme Court. 


For years efforts were made 


in Congress to kill poll taxes in 
Southern states. This was the 
reasoning: The taxes were in- 
tended to keep Negroes from 
voting and were thus one more 
form of racial discrimination. 


But Southern senators always 


frustrated such efforts with a 
filibuster. 


Then in 1964 the 24th Amend- 


ment was adopted, banning poll 
taxes as a requirement for vot- 
ing in federal elections. It didn't 
ban them in state or local elec-

Chronic Interstitial Cystitis 
Is Very Difficult to Cure

Hfotogist says I have 


interstitial cystitis. What is 
the cause? what is the best 
treatment? 


A—lntcrstltial cystitis is a 


chronic inflammation of the 
deep layers of tho bladder 
with small ulcers. It is more 
common in women than in 
men. It is often associated 
with divcrticulitis (infected 
outpouchings) of the colon. 
It may be cnused by a variety 
of germs, but the usually 
harmless colon bacillus is a 
frequent offender. 


The disease is easy to treat 


but. hard to cure. Antibiotics 
and urinary antiseptics offer 
the best chance for a cure. 
One report suggests that in 
some women emotional stress 
may bring on an attack and 
when such is the case an in- 
jection of crgotamine taken 
as soon as the attack starts 
will give prompt relief. 


Q—I get attacks of acute 


catarrhal cystitis. What would 
cause them and what can be 
done for them? 


A—This, too, is u s u a l l y 


caused by an infection which 
may r e a c h 
the 
bladder 


through the blood stream or 
from the outside, especially if 
it has been necessary to insert 
a catheter into the bladder. 
It may occur in both men and 
women. 


Prompt treatment is neces- 


sary to prevent it from be- 
coming chronic. Drugs to al- 
kalinizc the urine, combined 
with a low protein diet, will 
help to shorten the course of 
the disease but antibiotics are 
required to get rid of the cau- 
sative germs. 


Q—The doctor says the put-

Thursday the Supreme Court 


in a 6-3 decision, outlawed the 
poll tax altogether. While t h e 
case decided was from Virginia, 
the language of the decision left 
no doubt it applies to all other 
poll-tax states in all elections.

poor Virginia Negroes brought 
the suit, the court did not base 
its decision on racial discrim- 
ination but on economic dis- 
crimination. 


Justice William 0. Douglas, 


speaking for the majority, said: 
" "We conclude that a''sta'te vio- 
lates the equal protection clause 
of the 14lh Amnedment whenev- 
er it makes the affluence of the 
voter or payment of any fee an 
election standard. 


"Voter qualifications have no 


relation to wealth nor to paying 
or not paying this or any other 
tax ... Wealth, like race, creed 
or color is not germane to one's 
ability to participate intelligent- 
ly in the electoral process. 


"To introduce wealth or pay- 


ment of a fee as a measure of a 
voter's qualifications is to intro- 
duce a capricious or irrelevant 
factor." 


Douglas made it clear the ma- 


jority considers the poll tax "in- 
vidiously discriminatory." 


It took the United States a 


long time to reach Thursday's 
decision. 


The FirstAmendment of the 


Constitution simply says states 
can set their own qualifications 
for voting except that those vot- 
ing for members of Congress 
must have the same qualifica- 
tions as those voting for state 
legislatures. 


The 14th Amendment (1868) 


said a state may not abridge the 
"privileges 
or immunities of 


citizens of the United States" or 
deny any person of "life, liber- 
ty, or property without due pro- 
cess of law," 


It was assumed for a time 


those provisions did not apply to 
voting rights. 
So the 
15th 


Amendment 
(1870^ «'"" 
n"t 


through to say specifically thai 
there must ue >.^ 
ination in voting rights. 


For most of American history 


it was held that the various con- 
stitutional provisions did not 
apply to women and they had no 
right to vote. The 19th Amend- 
ment had to be anproypd in 1920 
to assure them that right. 


And as late as 193/ the Su- 


preme Court uoheld the right nf 
a state (Georgia) to have a poll 
tax. But meanwhile in other vot- 
ing areas the court began to feel 
the 14th Amendment did apply 
to voting rights. 


Douglas gave a good insisht 


into why the court does not stick 
to past decisions of the court but 
in a number of cases has re- 
versed them.

An 
acute infection may lead to 
such complications as rheu- 
matic fever, rheumatic heart 
disease,

New Policy 
Urged For 
Red China

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


number of people —• IBS of them 
—have signed a batch of pro- 


' posals urging a new policy to- 


ward Red China. It looks like a 


. bundle of wishful th}nking, with 
some realities shoved under (he 
rug. 


A small group of scholars on 


China drew up the proposals 
which were circulated by the 
Association for Asian Studies 
among Its 2,700 members. The 
198 .who signed included cit- 
izens, high school teachers, col- 
lege professors. 


One proposal: The United 


States should stop preventing 
Red China's admittance to the 
United Nations on the grounds 
that peace in Asia would be 
easier to obtain with the Com- 
munist Chinese inside the world 
organization. 


The United States has been 


able to block U.N. membership 
for Red China since 1950. But 
the Red Chinese have insisted 
that, if they go in, Chiang Kai- 
shek's Nationalist Chinese gov- 
ernment on Formosa must be 
thrown out. 
But this government has a 


mutual defense treaty with 
Chiang's government, which is 
an American ally and has been 
backed and protecetd by the 
United States ever since the Ko- 
rean War, 


But while the 198 signers want 


Red China in the United Na- 
tions, and there is no Indication 
the Red Chinese have changed 
their 
mind 
about 
wanting 
Chiang's China out, the signers 
say the United States must 
maintain 
its relations with 


Chiang. This in effect means 
two Chinas. 


But the Red Chinese insist 
there is only one China and that 
Formosa and the Chinese there 
belong 
to mainland 
China, 


They're bent on taking It when 
they can. And Chiang won't ac> 
cept the idea of two Chinas, ej. 
ther. 


The 198 signers suggest that 


recognition of Red China as a 
legitimate govermnent <=» a r§c» 
ognition refused by this country 
ever since the Communists toofe 
control of the mainland Jn 1949 
— "offers a means of con* 
ducting business and settling 
disputes."

Day of Prime 
Minister Is 
a Busy One

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


handsome dark-eyed teen-ager 
moves up behind Indira Gandhi 
and whispers, "Mother..." 


She turns and talks quietly a 


moment, then urges him away, 
as a busy mother would. 


Chill, gusting wind rumples 


her. black sh'ort-cropped hair 
and she lifts her silk scarf to 
preserve a coiffure, as a woman 
does. 


President Johnson leads her 


across the White House lawn in 
a 
ceremonial 
review of the 


troops. Her steps are long, man- 
ly strides — taken with the con- 
'dent air of a prime minister, 
which she is. 


Indira Gandhi, 48, head of the 


Indian 
government, 
widow, 


mother of two sons, is a veteran 
politician who remembers that 
in her parents' home "childhood 
games were political ones." 


"She's a pro, hard as steel," 


says a close associate. "She be- 
lieves in India, defends it and 
fights for 'it. Shes tough and 
can't be easily fooled."- 


After her welcome at the 


White House Monday, the trim 
and tiny Mrs. Gandhi smiled, 
almost shyly — then after the 
President spoke, waited nerv- 
ously for the platform to be 
raised six inches f o r her to 
speak. 


She stepped to the lectern, 


slipped a folded paper from an 
inside coat pocket, and with her 
gloves in one hand, her orange 
sari flipping in the wind, she 
said firmly: 


"India and the United States 


cannot and should not take each 
other for granted or allow their 
relations to drift." 


Later, in Arlington National 


Cemetery, she placed an or- 
ange, green and white wreath — 
colors of the Indian flag — at 
President John F. Kennedy's 
grave, then silently stood a mo- 


ment alone looking beyond it, 
across the Potomac River, to 
the Lincoln Memorial. 


She had known, been enter- 


tained by, and greatly admired 
Kennedy. 


Mrs. Gandhi's two-day sched- 


ule, in her words, "is very very 
busy, but wonderful. I enjoy it." 
She has been here half a dozen 
times before and is seeing many 
old friends. 


At a reception for 1,400 at the 


Indian Embassy, Mrs. Gandhi 
had retired to a private room to 
rest when Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk showed up late. 
Someone ran to get her. 


Within 
minutes 
the prime 


minister was bounding down a 
small staircase with the grace 
of a frirl and soarkle of a bride. 
"Hello, hello..." she said, greet- 
ing Rusk. 


Her sons Rajiv, 21. and San- 


19, are visiting Washington 
for the first time and she has 
taken time while riding in their 
official limousine, to point out 
tourist attractions.

national defense.

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China Rejects 
U.S. Bid for 
More Contacts

TOKYO (AP) - Red China 


today rejected American over- 
tures , for closer contacts be- 
tween the two countries and 
called again for U.S. abandon- 
ment of Formosa. 


"So long as the U.S. govern- 


ment docs not change its hostile 
policy toward China and refuses 
to pull out its armed forces 
from Taiwan (Formosa) and 
the Taiwan Strait," said an edi- 
torial in the official Peking Peo- 
ple's Daily, "t h e normalization 
of Chinese-American relations is 
entirely out of the question and 
so is the solution of such a con- 
crete question as exchange of 
visits between personnel of the 
two countries." 


Ihe editorial said that the 


United States lias made "quite 
an issue" of sending American 
newsmen, physicians, scientists 
and scholars to China. 


It, ' continued: ' "Everybody 


knows that the cause'of the con- 
tinued strained relations be- 
tween China and America has 
nothing to do with the American 
doctors who have not come to 
China to study its medical and 
health conditions, nor with the 
Chinese 
correspondents 
who 


have r riot'%orie to the United 
States to" report on the Ameri- 
can way of life. 


"The source' of all the tension 


springs from the extremely hos- 
tile policy that the U.S. govern- 
ment persistently pursues to- 
wards China, and primarily be- 
cause the U.S. is' occupying by 
force China's province of Tai- 
wan ".'{Formosa)." 


The paper, which is .the organ 


of the Chinese Communist par- 
ty, reacted sarcastically to U.S. 
Vice President Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey's declaration March 13 
that the United States is fol- 
lowing a policy of containing 
Red 
China's1' power • without 


seeking to isolate China from 
the rest of the world. 


"Listen, Chinese people!" the 


editorila sais. "The American 
gentlemen have' kindly decided 
not to 'isolate' us any longer. 
Shoald not this move us to tears 
of gratitude?" 
-.It said the United States had 
tried to isolate China for 16 
years but had found that this 
did not work. 


The People's Daily accused 


the United States of "feigning 
eagerness" to improve relations 
with China as a maneuver in 
preparation for a new assault. 


"Obsessed with the idea of 


widening the war in Viet Nam," 
if said, "the Johnson adminis- 
tration is slidng down tho path 
of 'escalation' and preparing to 
expand its aggressive war to all 
parts of Indochina, and even to 
China.'"

state Supreme Court set the 
rules 'Monday for an election to 
fill the vacancy in the 4th Con- 
gressional 
District. But the 


•state Democratic Committee 
chairman said no immediate 
action would be taken to set a 
primary. 


The court ruled that the elec- 


tion to choose a successor to 
Rep. Oren Harris, D-Ark.', must 
be held in the 20 counties desig- 
nated in reapportionment of the 
district in 1965. 


Harris resigned the seat Feb. 


2 and was sworn in as a fedr 
eral judge at El Dorado Feb. 3. 


The Supreme Court also ruled 


that party primaries may be 
held to determine the nominees 
of each political party for the 
special general election. 


Leon Catlett, chairman of the 


state Democratic 
Committee, 


said Monday night that any ac- 
tion by the committee would 
have to awit the finality of the 
Supreme Court's action. 


Atty. Gen. Bruce Bennett in- 


dicated during the court's pro- 
ceedings Monday that the case 
might be appealed to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 


Catlett said his committee 


would wait to see if this is done. 
He said Bennett would first 
have to ask the state Supreme 
Court for a re-hearing on its de- 
cision. Otherwise, he said, Ben- 
nett would not have exhausted 
all the remedies at the s t a t e 
level. 


Gov. Orval Faubus said he 


still preferred 
selecting 
the 


Democratic nominee through a 
special primary and he pre- 
sumed the state 
committee 


would meet to set a primary 
date. 


The governor said he would

said fresh vegetables prices rose 
10.5 per cent to a record Febru- 
ary level, meat prices rose near- 
ly 2 'per cent, eggs 4 per cent 
and poultry 8 per cent, making 
up three-quarte'rs of "the big 
jump in the consumer pric"e in- 
dex.

The rise brought prices to 2.5 


per cent above" a "year ago, the 
biggest annual jump since 1958, 
said Asst. Commissioner Arnold 
Chase of the BLS. 


The increase brought the con- 


sumer price index to 111.7, 
meaning it cost $11.16 to pur- 
chase items in February that 
cost $10 in the 1957-59 period on 
which the index is based. 


Chase insisted the increases 


showed no sign of "inflationary 
psychology" among American 
consumers.
